‘This scems to have been the final 
act, for the missiounry Jeft the scene, The 
whole affair looked exceedingly like what 
a hundred years ago in Hngland would have 
been held to be # cuse of highway rob. 
bery—in more recent times the title lus 
been softened down to “holding up,” and 
is oceasionally practived Gn trains passing 
through the prairie district s of America. 
Then comes in the equally inexplicable 
conduct of the Chinese ofticinls, including 
tin ‘his case the Governor of the p rovinee in 
porsea, Governor Hara’s duty was simple :

These demauds the wagia- 
trate firmly: resisted ven whon Mircatened 
with injury by the priests who finally killed 
tho offidial for rofusing to be eooread., ‘The 
same payor further states that the conduet of 
the priests was ‘yenerally  depresuted by Che 
converts of Nanchang, and that Governor Ha 
Ting-kan sont four Tinodred troops to guard 
the mission premises, in the first place to 
prevout the populace from trying to gebrevonge 
ou the Roman Catholies for the death of the 
magistrate, and on tho other hand to prarent 
the oxcape of the priests charged with killing 
that official. Finally, in commenting upon a 
report ci culating amongst the Roman Catholic 
converts hers that“ probably mayistrato Chiang 
Chao-tung, seeing that he could not got what 
he wanted, had stabbed Dimeelf in his anger,” 
the Sinwér pao declares tha such a statement is 
absurd on tho face of it, as it was ridiculous 
that the magistrate could havo gone armed with 
aknife to thy diunsr, since such instruments. 
are conspicuous by thelr absence jn any Chinese 
banquet. : 
AN ALLEGED OFFICIAL ACCOUNT, 

Tho astonishing aud very unconvincing: 
extract, which we print below, from what 
the N.-C. Daily News iz assured is atrunslation 
of an official report aout. hy Viceroy Chou Fa 
at Nariking to the Waiwapu and by them 
transmitted tothe Fronch Ministor aud go to 
the French Consal-Genoral at Shanghai, will, 
as our contemporary remarks, searcely” carry 
public knowlodgo of tha affair avy farther, but 
ignot without interest: 

“On the 29th dsy of tho first moon in the 
town of Nanchang itself, tho Catholic mis- 
aionary Lacrucho had ‘invited the sub-prefect 
Chiang to adianer, without ceremony, to discuss 
the raligions mattsis of ‘laupou ond an affair 
betwoan Catholics and Protestants which had 
ocenrved at, Yukiang. 

“On bath sides there was discussion about 
theso subjects. A knife and a pair of scissors 
wero taken, and it waa said that the death of 
the sub-profoot would at once settle the mutter. 
Tha sub-prefect then took up the small knife 
on the table to commit suicide, but the pain 

vented him from courpletely killing himvelf, 
Ho states that someone thon enlarged the 
wound with two cuts with scissors, and these 
latter wounds are very ssrious. The sab-pre- 
fect is not ablo to speak to toll more ut present, 
but when he regained cousciousness ho himself 
wrote theso details.”
